Report to State Legislature. 

ALBANY'. X. Y'.. April 8. Horse racing under 

tin* supervi-inu of flu* New York state racing com- 
mission Ini' never within recent years lusui con- 
ducted in a more thoroughly successful basis than it 
was during tin* past year, according to the annual 
report filed with tile state legislature by the 
racing commi'sioii for the year of 1919. 

Tin* commission is not and never lias been a 
burden mi the state treasury. Its expenses are 
limited by law to the sum of 85.000 annually, 

and are paid by tin* several racing associations di- 
rectly to the state comptroller upon his assessment 
thereof. 

The total number of r.-u ing days the past year 

was 145. in 1!I18 i! was 128. ill 191ti there were 107. 

and only 67 days in tin* year 1913. 

The purses and prizes offered and awarded for 
the last year reached the sum of 81.317.382. being 
a big increase over tin- figures **( 191 s . as against 
8650.150 ill 1916 and $335.0510 in 1913. 

The 1 1 pm ' states that the thoroughbred yearlings 
which were sold ill the state at public auction dur- 
ing tin* year, so far a* tin* records show, brought 
an average price of over S2.105i each. 

The Jockey l.'lub continues to maintain its In-ced- 
ing bureau which it began in 19055 and tin* re|n rt 
says it finds that « lii*- bureau lias sixteen stallions 
in New York State, nineteen in Maryland, six in 
Pennsylvania and me* with tin* (Irosse Point Hunt 
Club, near Detroit, Mieli. 

The sixteen stallions in New Y'crk Stale were 
mated with 312 mares in 1919. During the four- 
teen years which tin* breeding bureau lias been in 
existence the total number of 7.769 mares have 
been bred lo (lies' thoroughbred stallions. 

The report also contains comments h.v Colonel 
Fair of the I'. S. A., anil active members of the 
Remount Commission and of Colonel C. I,. Scott:

Calumny, 
ir will h>* remembered by turfmen, ran .*• bang-up 
fourth in the Plate race, won by Hie Bmokdale 
Stable's Heresy, after being knocked to her knees 
directly after the start of the mile and a quarter 
journey. At that, several horsemen, who were in a 



good position to soo the finish of that race, still 
claim the Ottawa man* finished third, but the 
placing judge did not see it that way. Subse- 
quently Calumny beat all the horses which finished 
in front of her in the King's Plate. Besides win- 
ning a uumlier of events open to Canadian-owned 
and province-bred horses, she won the Durham 
Cup the same year, at a mile and three-quarters. 

Rave On is a big three-year-old of commanding 
api>ea ranee. He was trained a little at Woodbine 
Park last year by Charley 0’L*ary. for educational 
purpo'cs only, and gave promise of developing into 
a good three-year-old. 

Although it is too early to get a line on his 
ability to run at the present time, reports from 
Toronto state he is doing well in his preliminary 
work.
